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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 1, 7, 9, 11, 14, and 16-17 appear to contain 
improper Markush groups. Examiner suggests the language -- 
selected from the group consisting of-- and linking the members 
with the inclusive --and--. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Warrender et al. US 6,267,93 8. 
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Regarding claims 1 and 14, Warrender '938 discloses a 
hydrogen sulfide scavenger comprising monoethanolamine (see 
abstract) . 

Regarding claims 2-13 and 15-20, Warrender x 938 discloses 
monoethanolamine, which is claimed alternatively with the other 
scavengers in claim 1 . 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Oakes et al . US 4,452,764. 

Regarding claims 1 and 14, Oakes '764 discloses a 
composition for treating hydrogen sulfide and carbon dioxide 
(see column 1, lines 15-21 and column 2, lines 44-48), 
comprising monoethanolamine (see column 2, lines 3 9-43) . 

Regarding claims 2-13 and 15-20, Oakes '764 discloses 
monoethanolamine (see column 2, lines 39-43) . 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C- 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Pounds et al. US 5,462,721. 

Regarding claims 1 and 14, Pounds '721 discloses a 
composition for hydrogen sulfide scavenging comprising 
monoethanolamine (see abstract and column 3, lines 34-41) . 

Regarding claims 2-13 and 15-20, Pounds '721 discloses 
monoethanolamine (see abstract and column 3, lines 34-41) . 

Conclusion 
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7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Eickmeyer US 
4,271,132 discloses a method of desorption of hydrogen sulfide 
from gas comprising contacting with ethylene diamine or 
monoethanolamine (see Examples and claim 7) .
